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Weather, 
staffing 
fuel forest 
fire fears

LANSING — Michigan can expect more 
wildfires this year, officials warn. 

The Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) its- predicting a greater number of 
forest fires and more acres burned as a 
result of an unusually warm winter. 

To make matters worse, long-term 
shrinking of firefighting resources has 
reduced the state’s capacity to quell blazes, 
according to DNR Director Rodney Stokes. 

DNR fire supervisor Scott Heather said 
Michigan is already seeing blazes much 
earlier than usual. 

“Usually for the Lower Peninsula, the 
season for fires begins around the third 
week of March,” Heather said. “This year, 
the season started at the beginning of 
March. 

“For the Upper Peninsula, fire season 
usually begins in early April but we’ve been 
seeing fires there already.” 

So far in 2012, DNR fire officers have 
responded to 37 wildfires that bummed a 
total of 120 acres. At this point Jast year, no 
fires had occurred. 

Heather said the risk of wildfire is exac- 
erbated by this winter’s lack of snowfall. 
Without heavy snows to pack them down, 
tall grasses that fuel fires are primed to 
ignite. 

“These grasses are higher than usual and 
more exposed than usual,’ Heather said. 
“The more surface area and the more oxy- 
gen that gets in there, the greater chance 


* that'a spark could start a serious fire.”

Family attempts to rear arctic 
grayling in lake located near Clare

Area residents seeking a “stayca- 
tion” have an opportunity to learn 


about a family’s efforts to restock’ 


arctic grayling in Michigan and 
honor those who have spearheaded 
conservation and fly fishing. 

The owners of Brookhaven Lake, 
located about 45 minutes from 
Grayling just west of Clare, aim to 
show fly fishers and youth how fish- 
ing was in Michigan 142 years ago. 


The lake is owned by Michael 
Johnson and his father Jeff Johnson, 
who is caretaker for the property. 

Michael used money he inherited 
from his grandfather, George 
Johnson, who was a homicide detec- 
tive for the Royal Oak Police 
Department, to buy the 40 acres of 
property where the lake is located. 

As a youth, Johnson and his fam-- 
ily traveled to Grayling for the fly 
fishing season. They had a lucky tra- 
dition of eating breakfast and dinner 


at the Grayling Restaurant. Jt was 
there where George planted the seed 
to attempt to bring the arctic 
grayling back to Michigan as well 
as superb opportunities to fly fish 
for brook trout. 

“It’s a sad state of affairs when the 
only place a guy can see a grayling 
in Michigan is a stuffed one hang- 
ing on a restaurant wail,’ Michael 
recalled his grandfather saying. 

In the 1870’s the AuSable River 
became a destination for fisherman

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worldwide. Trains packed with fish- 
erman would arrive in Grayling, 
each hoping to spend a week or so 
along the river. The grayling was 
renowned both for its beauty and for 
its voracious appetite. Long leaders 
with three and even four flies were 
attached to a line, and often yielded 
three and even four fish per cast. 
The number of fish caught and kept 
was extraordinary, often upwards of 
100 fish, per person, per day.

The grayling were eaten, 
packed in ice, loaded onto 
railway cars and shipped by 
the thousands of tons per 
year to large markets in the 
big cities. In some 
instances, they were tossed 
on the banks and buried in 
mounds. 

At the same time, the 
lumbermen came and cut 
down centuries-old growth 
of virgin white pine. The 
land leading to the rivers 
was stripped as well, 
slashed and burned, and the 
logs. were floated down- 


"stream to the large mills and 


cities during the spring run- 
off. The rivers were cleared 
of logs and debris, places 
were the grayling flour- 
ished. Shallow riffles were 
trenched out and deepened, 
and dams were built so that 
the flow of the river could 
be better = ~—s controlled. 
Vegetation on the banks of 
the rivers was cleared as 
well, and the river slowly 
filled with sand. The sand 
filled the deepest pools and 
covered the  grayling’s 
spawning beds. 

The grayling’s eggs stuck 
to the rocks in the river. 
Spawning in the spring, 
their eggs hatched in just 
two weeks. 

Their fry are very small, 
approximately one-fourth of 
an inch in size and they 
were not good swimmers at 
this stage, making them vul- 


- nerable to springtime flood- 


ing conditions. 
The grayling also strug-

gled to coexist with trout, as 
they were introduced into 
the AuSable River. 

“It’s like a caviar meal to 
go and take them off the 
rocks,” Jeff said. “It wasn’t 
just logging that did them 
in.” 

By 1885, the grayling had 
disappeared from _ the 
AuSable River. Over a peri- 
od of 10 to 20 years, a land 
unrivaled for its fishing and 
beauty, became a barren 
wasteland of stumps and 
empty pools. 

The last known grayling 
was caught in Michigan in 
1935 in the Upper 
Peninsula’s Otter River. 

The State of Michigan 
stocked 145,000 yearling 
arctic grayling into 13 
inland lakes and seven 
streams in northern 
Michigan between 1987 and 
1991. Eggs were taken from 
sources in Wyoming and the 
Northwest Territories of 
Canada, where — wild 
grayling still exist. Good 
survival until age 5 occurred 
in only one lake, which was 
closed to fishing, patrolled 
to detect poachers and held 
only a few brook trout. Most 
of the grayling planted in 
the rivers disappeared with- 
in six months, The 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources chose to 
discontinue their attempts at 
stocking = grayling ~—sin 
Michigan. 

Recalling the plight of the 
Grayling, George Johnson 
used to say, “Even God can't 
change the past.” 

After George Johnson 
passed away in 2010 at the 
age of 71, his family started 
pursuing water where 
grayling could be reintro- 
duced, 

“Looking back, it was our 
family’s way of staying gen- 
erationally connected to one 
another,” Michael said. 

The family eyed several 
possibilities in the Upper 
Peninsula, but that present-

ed a challenge of finding 
someone to oversee opera- 
tions. 

One of the major obsta- 
cles of re-establishing gray- 
ing was finding a small lake 
that would stay cold enough 
even on hot summer days. 
Grayling are stressed at a 
temperature of 63 degrees 
and die at 73 degrees. 

After a year a half search, 
the Johnsons found the Jake 
property located near Clare. 

The lake has over 20 
flowing cold springs feed- 


ing into it from the shore- 
line. 


“The glaciers had eras 
ed it out,” Jeff said. “It was 
beautiful water, shaped like 
a perfect crater.” 

The Johnsons had two 
college students catch and 
net the exiting fish that were 
in the fake. They did not 
want to treat to lake with 
chemicals to keep the food 
chain of insects and craw- 
fish intact. 

The lake was also stocked 
with Lake Nipigon brook 
trout from Canada. 

The Johnson started with 
30,000 arctic grayling eggs, 
which were kept at a fish 
hatchery. Only 1,500 of the 
grayling hatched and sur- 
vived., 

The first graying were 
introduced into Brookhaven 
Lake last fall. The Johnsons 
plan to plant 500 more 
grayling in the lake this 
year, in the spring and fall 
months when cooler tem- 
peratures prevail. 

“They are kept under sci- 
entific, pristine conditions 
sO we are concerned as we 
are releasing them into the 
lake,” Jeff said. “We’re 
doing this as private citi- 
zens. We don’t have mil- 
lions of dollars like the gov- 
ernment has to do these pro- 
jects.” 

Jeff said the grayling’s 
transparent colorations of 
violet, silver and red are 
truly a sight to witness,

“I can’t imagine a more 
graceful fish,” he said. 
“Their colors remind me of 
a peacock in full plume.” 

Fishing outings on the 
lake can be booked for a day 
or a half day, On other days, 
the lake is made available to 
Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and 
other youth groups at no 
cost to introduce them to fly 
fishing and conservation, 

“We made it our main 
goal to invite and encourage 
up to 400 kids a year to try 
fly fishing, hoping to hook 


‘them for life,” Jeff said. - 


A nature trail,’ which trav- 
els through hardwood and 
cedar forests, a wetlands 
area and a trout stream, is on 
the property for families to 
hike. 

Custom wooden memori- 
al signs, listing the names of 
people who have made a 
difference in Michigan’s fly 
fishing heritage, have been 
placed on the trail. 

The trail plays homage to 
figures who have played a 
critical role in promoting 
and preserving the AuSable 
River such as Chief David 
Shoppenagon and Rube 
Babbitt, the first conserva- 
tion officer in northern 
Michigan who was credited 
for planting brook trout in 
the AuSable River. George 
Mason and George Griffth, 
who founded Trout 
Unlimited on the banks for 
the AuSable River, and 
William B. Mershon, a con- 
servationist and author of 
the book “Recollections of 
My 50 Years of Hunting and 
Fishing” which is wildly 
read to outdoorsmen, are 
also recognized. 

Michigan Supreme Court 
Justice John Voelker, who 
wrote “Trout Magic” and 
“Trout Madness” under the 
pen name Robert Traver, is 
honored on the nature trail. 

More modern figures, 
including Calvin Gates Sr., 
an Osocda High School 
band teacher and musician 
who ran the Gates AuSable 
Lodge from 1970 to 1983, 
and his son, Calvin “Rusty” 
Gates Jr, who founded the 
conservation group Anglers 
of the AuSable, are also rec- 
ognized, 

“Our goal is to create a 
quiet place to honor our 
own, the people who took a 
stand to protect our rivers 
from exploitation, the writ- 
ers who penned classic fish- 
ing stories that we all enjoy 
reading during Michigan’s 
long winters and honoring 
some who just lived and 
breathed fly fishing,”

Weather, staffing fuel 
forest fire fears

But grasses aren’t the 
only source of fuel experts 
worry about. 

Late-winter storms left 
forest floors covered with 
branches said Mike Schira, 
Michigan State University 
Extension educator for 
Houghton and Keweenaw 
counties. 

Without significant rain 
over the coming weeks, that 
fuel source could lead to 
more intense fires than from 
grasses alone. 

Ranger Steve Goldman 
said the same conditions are 
present in the million-acre 
Huron-Manistee National 
Forest in the northern 
Lower Peninsula. 

“We are getting fires 
early and in areas where we 
usually don’t see fires,” 
Goldman said. “This year 
the season started early, it 
started hotter and it started 


dryer, It’s going to be a 
challenging year.” 

Goldman said he is espe- 
cially concerned about 
limbs and branches blown 
down from recent storms. 
Not only can they cause 
more intense and dangerous 
crown fires, but they often 
impede access for fire crews 
trying to put out blazes. 

“When you get these 
large branches, they serve 
as a ladder for the fire to 
climb to the crown of trees,” 
Goldman said. “They are 
also blocking a lot of the 
access we would need to get 
equipment to fires. 

“A crew can suppress a 
ground fire quickly if it gets 
there in time, but once it 
gets to be a crown fire and 
the flames reach 30-100 
feet, nothing can stop it. We 
would Re forced to evacuate 
the area.” 

If wildfires are a serious 


problem this year, the DNR 
may lack the resources to 
combat them. According to 
Heather, the department has 
made steady cuts to fire 
officers over the past 15 
years, going from 83 in 
1997 to only 54 now, 

“In 1997, we not only had 
more officers, we would 
bring in 42 temporary offi- 
cers to help during spring 
fire season. Now we have 
no seasonal help. 

“What usually happens is 
when conditions are right, 
there are multiple fires in 
different areas of the state. 
Not only do we have fewer 
officers to desl with the 
fires, we have closed sever- 
al field offices. That means 
a longer dispatch time and a 
delay in getting to the fires,” 
Heather said, 

“We are stretched thin,” 
Heather said.

Company President .Alan 
Mulally was paid more 
money than any other auto- 


mobile manufacturing 
leader during 2011, accord- 
ing to tabulations of auto 
CEO compensation reported 
recently. 

According to reports, Mr. 
Mulally was paid only $2 
million in salary plus $5.46 
million in a cash bonus, 
while other perks including 
stock options took his total 
compensation package to 
$29.5 million last year. 

That’s only a tad higher 
than what Mr. Mulally 
received the year before. For 
2010, his compensation 


package was $26.5 million, - 


an increase of about II per- 
cent for the 2011, which 
likely is a higher percentage 
wage increase than most 
folks received last year. 
Others on the higher end 
of the auto CEO 2011 com- 
pensation scale included 
Martin Winterkorn of 
Volkswagon ($23 million), 
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Sports mega Stars outshine auto executives 


Sergio Marchionne' of 
Chrysler ($22 million paid 
not by Chrysler but by Fiat), 
Dieter Zetsche of Daimler 
($11.4 million), and Dan 
Akerson of General Motors 
($9 million). 
* * * 

TO MOST OF us, those 
may seem like hefty pay 
packages, but checking the 
sports pages might provide 
some enlightened compar- 
isons. 

Earlier this year, an out- 
standing football player 
named Calvin Johnson 
signed a contract with the 
Detroit Lions franchise that 
will earn him $132 million 
over the next eight years. 

That comes out to about 
$16.5 million a year in 
salary, compared with Mr. 
Mulally’s take of $7.6 mil- 
lion in cash for 2011 ser- 
vices. 

For the balance of Mr. 
Mulally’s total income, the 
Ford Motor Company must 
sell enough products to 
increase the value of the 


company stock enough to 
cover the CEO’s total com- 
pensation package. 

The Detroit Lions, on, the 
other hand, are not required 
to win a single game this 
season, and Mr. Johnson 
does not have to catch even 
one pass to assure that he 
will be paid his $16.5 mil- 
lion. That’s the case for the 
next seven years, too. 

In a way, both Alan 
Mulally and Calvin Johnson 
work for the same bosses, 
because members of the 
Ford family own controlling 
interest in both auto making 
and football playing enter- 
prises. 

Maybe if the automobile 
Fords could convince the 
auto company president to 
take a pay cut for the next 
year or two, the football 
Fords could have enough 
money to search for another 
player or two of Calvin 
Johnson’s caliber and assure 
a Super Bowl trophy to put 
in the Ford Family Trophy 
Chest.

WHICH IS the real world 
— the world of commerce, or 
the world of sports? 

Both auto magnate 
Mulally and football star 
Johnson are surpassed in the 
paycheck department by a 
baseball player named 
Prince Fielder, who a couple 
months ago was contracted 
by the Detroit Tigers to be 
paid $217 million to play 
baseball for them for the 
next nine years. 

That comes out to about 
$23 million each year for 
Mr. Fielder, which is as 
much or more than total 
annual compensation for the 
four other automobile CEOs 
cited above. Again, 
Prince Fielder gave no guar- 
antee that he will bring a 
World Series to Detroit or 
that he will hit any home 
Tuns at all in any of the next 
nine years, and he still will 
get the money. 

* * * 

THEN TAKE a look at 

college athletics, supposed 


to be on a non-professional 
level. 

As for salary/bonus only, 
which comes out to $7.46 
million for Alan Mulally at 
Ford last year, pay for foot- 
ball Coach Nick Saban at 
University of Alabama is 
somewhere in the $5 to $7 
million range, and several 
other big time college foot- 
ball coaches, when all addi- 
tional compensation is 
included, are not far behind. 

Basketball is played with 
five players on each team on 
the floor at one time, and 
with total squads that range 
from 15 to 20 players in all, 
but the pay for big time bas- 
ketball coaches also nears 
the stratosphere. 

According to a ranking by 
USA Today, Coach John 
Calipari of University of 
Kentucky is the highest paid 
college basketball coach in 
the country, with total annu- 
al pay of just under $5.4 
million plus possible bonus- 
es of $850,000. 

Among the 12 universities 


in the Big Ten, six basket- 
ball coaches are paid 
between $2.175 million and 
$3,598 million, plus possi- 
ble bonuses, usually set by 
team performance, ranging 


from $200,000 to $900,000 .

Professional team coach- 
es, both football and basket- 
ball, generally are paid even 


more.

Officers ro did cently 
as they were trained 


To the editor: 

_A letter to the editor in last 
week’s paper suggested that 
local police officers needed more 
training in light of the recent 
tragedy. I respectfully disagree. 

Coming from someone who’s 
been there personally (42 years 
in the law enforcement voca- 
tion), I must assert that the offi- 
cers involved did exactly as they 
were trained. At no point in my 
training (from Military Police 
school through Michigan basic 
academy, advance academy and 
numerous in-service schools) did 
any one of my training officers 
ever suggest or advocate that a 
threat of lethal force should be 
met with anything less than 
lethal force. 

One who threatens with a 
knife is making a threat of lethal 
force. Since 1921, seven 
Michigan law enforcement offi- 
cers have been stabbed to death. 
(Source; Officer Down 
Memorial Page at 


www.odmp.org) Five of those 
seven have been Michigan 
Department of Corrections 
Officers. 

Why so many corrections offi- 
cers? Possibly because correc- 
tion officers are not allowed to 
cafry weapons capable of a lethal 
response within a correctional 
facility. 

I never met or known any offi- 
cer who was happy to be placed 
into a deadly force situation. 
However, a threat from a subject 
wielding a knife is a deadly 
threat. The Taser is not meant to 
be a disarming device. What is 
seen on TV and in movies does 
not reflect real life. 

This situation was investigated 
by an outside agency and the 
officer’s response found to be 
justified and in accordance with 
their training. The investigators 
know and understand the dynam- 
ics of a deadly force situation 
and know and understand how 
officers are trained to respond to 


deadly force. 

Our local officers receive 
training as any other police offi- 
cer from any agency in the State 
of Michigan. Training is con- 
stantly up-dated and is conduct- 
ed by qualified professionals in 
the profession. I am confident 
that today’s officers have 
received the best training possi- 
ble and are the highest caliber 
officers available to serve our 
community.

It is distin- 
guished from a stray cat, which 
is a pet cat that has been lost or 
abandoned, while feral cats are 
born in the wild; the offspring of 
a stray cat can be considered 
feral if born in the wild, Feral 
cats that are born and living out- 
doors, without any human con- 
tact or care, have been shown to 
be adoptable and can be tamed 
by humans, provided they are 
removed from a wild environ- 
ment. The lifespan of feral cats 
is hard to determine accurately, 
although one study reported a 
median age of 4.7 years.

the World Trade Towers. The 
very field belonging to St. 
Paul’s Chapel where 
Americans dedicated - this 
nation to God, became ground 
zero where the Twin Towers 
were destroyed. A symbolic 
cornerstone was placed at 
ground zero. It was a lwenty- 
ton rectangular block of quar- 
ried stone named “Freedom 
Stone.” “10The bricks are fall- 
en down, but we will build with 
hewn stones...” After a few 
years of failure to rebuild, the 
symbolic stone was removed. 
Plans were underway to build a 
new tower called, The Freedom 
Tower. 

Cahn also reminds ‘us that 
the birth of the New York Stock 
Exchange took place where 24 
merchants usually met under a 
buttonwood or — English 
Sycamore tree to conduct their 
business. There was also a 
sycamore tree beside St. Paul’s 
Chapel before 9/11. The implo- 
sion and flying debris from the 
Twin Towers uprooted the tree, 
but the tree protected St. Paul’s 
Chapel. The uprooted 
sycamore was replaced by a 
large cedar on the same site; 
“the sycamores are cut 
down, but we will change them 
into cedars.” 

The Assyrians who enslaved 
the 10 northern tribes of Israel 
spoke Akkadian of which the 
closest language today is 
Arabic. Their capital was 
Nineveh whose ruins are still 
visible today in Mosul, Iraq. 
The Assyrians were the fathers 
of terrorism and the spiritual 
fathers of Al Qaeda.

With a new owner and 
management team in place, 
the Forest Dunes Golf Club 
is ready to take another 
swing at economic viability 
and boosting local tourism 
dollars. 


The South — Branch 
Township Planning 
Commissioners _ recently 


approved changes for the 
planned unit development at 
Forest Dunes. 

One of the main changes 
approved by planners was 
construction of a two-story, 
22-room hotel. The hotel, 
which is estimated to cost 
$1.2 million to $2 million, 

will be built next to the 
Forest Dunes Clubhouse, 
said Todd Campbell, the 
general manager for Forest 
Dunes, 

“It’s definitely needed,” 
Campbell said. “It’s some- 
thing that we need for our 
stay and play packages for 
our consumers and golfers. 
It will complete the whole 
golfing experience.” 

Last October, 
Thompson, a Huntsville, 
Ark. trucking executive, 
bought Forest Dunes. 

Thompson purchased the 
1,300 acre golf community 
from the Carpenters Pension 
Trust Fund, one of the origi- 
nal investors in the develop- 
ment. 

Developers from a 
Scottsdale, Ariz. firm began

developing Forest Dunes in 
1998 at estimated cost of 
$38 million. — 

But after over two years 
of legal and financial bat- 
tles, the Carpenters Pension 
Trust Fund assumed owner- 
ship of the course. 

The trust fund opened 
Forest Dunes in 2002. 

Forest Dunes is ranked 
45 on Golf Magazine's list 
of the nation’s Top 100 
courses. Readers of Golf 
World magazine selected it 
as the top public course in 
the country. It is No. 18 on 
Golf Digest magazine’s list 
of the 100 greatest public 
courses in America, and is a 
perennial choice on Golf 
Week’s list of their top 100 
modern courses in the coun- 
try. Forest Dunes earned a 
Gold Signature Certification 
from Audubon International 
for its efforts to protect the 
AuSable River. 

Despite receiving the 
accolades, operations at the 
golf club have struggled 
financially, 

Thompson __ previously 
acquired The Bridge, which 
is located in Montrose, 
Colo. for $3 million in April 
2010. It was struggling with 
only 40 members and had a 
checkered history. 

Thompson has __ since 
increased membership to 
more than 140, tripled wed- 
ding bookings and started 
selling home sites around 
the course. 


Thompson plans to dupli- 
cate that success at Forest 
Dunes. 

“I am hoping to bring 
some stability to the place 
and attract more members,” 
Thompson said. “We have a 
great product here and we 
will give the kind of service 
that people will want to be a 
member for.” 

Members of The Bridges 
will now have reciprocal 
privileges at Forest Dunes 

Plans call for breaking 
ground for construction of 
the hotel in June or July. The 
hotel will be in full opera- 
tion in April 2013 in time 
for the opening of the spring 
golfing season. 

Currently, Forest Dunes is 
hiring its workforce of over 
100 employees, who will 
staff the golf course, the 
clubhouse and the 
Sangamore Restaurant. 

Campbell said the outlook 
for Forest Dunes is already 
looks promising. 

“We're excited about the 
upcoming season and our 
bookings are already up 
from the same time last 
year,” Campbell said. 

Campbell comes to Forest 
Dunes from the Spring 
Brook Resort in the 
Wisconsin Dells, where he 
was the general manager 
since 2009. Prior to that, 
Campbell worked 17 years 
as a key executive at 
Garland Resort located near 
Lewiston. 
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Outlook for Forest Dunes looks 
promising under new ownership 


Campbell is part of a 
whole new management 
team for the golf club and 
real estate development. 

“We're ramping up for a 
great season and -we are 
really excited about the 
opportunities we have,” 
Campbell said. 

Campbell said adding the 
hotel will be a big plus. 

“We're excited about not 
only being able to add the 
hotel, but the jobs it will cre- 
ate,” Campbell said. 

Along with approving the 
construction of the hotel, 


_ South Branch Township also 


changed some of the lots in 
the planned unit develop- 
ment for Forest Dunes. 

There are seven homes 
for sale in the development 
and 105 lots are finished and 
ready for sale. Phase two of 
the project allows for the 
development of at least 200 
additional lots. 

Chris Jones, chairman of 
the South Branch Township 
Planning Commission, said 
seeing development at 
Forest Dunes come to fruit- 
ing gives the local economy 
a much needed shot in the 
arm. 

“It’s great,” Jones said. 
“Forest Dunes is a very nice 
area and building the hotel 
will be nice because it will 
give people who come in to 
play golf a place to stay and 
it’s nice for the township 
because it adds to the tax 
rolls.”

Pharmacy, located at 500

Kirtland announces 
2012- -13 tuition and 
fee rate increases 


At their March 22 regular 
meeting, Kirtland 
Community College’s 


Board of Trustees approved 
tuition and fee rates for the 
2012-13 school year, which 
will be effective beginning 
with the summer term. A 
tuition increase of approxi- 
mately 6.5 percent is neces- 
sary to offset declining rev- 
enue and enrollment pro- 
jections and increasing 
insurance, retirement and 
heating/energy costs. 

Kirtland’s funding for- 
mula is based on a combi- 
nation of property tax rev- 
enue, state and federal aid, 
and student tuition fees, 
resulting in an annual oper- 
ating budget of approxi- 
mately $15,800,000. The 
following projections pro- 
vided the data necessary to 
determine the tuition and 
fee rate increases: 

¢ 3.5 percent decline in 
property tax revenue 
(approximately -$300,000) 

* 8 percent to 10 percent 
decline in enrollment 
(approximately -$350,000) 

* Increasing health insur- 
ance and retirement contri- 
bution costs (approximate- 
ly $380,000) 

* Rising health/energy 
costs (approximately 
$150,000) 

As state appropriations 
continue to decline, 
Kirtland’s dependency on 
tuition charges has risen 
sharply in the last 10 years, 
from 27 percent (2000) to 
45 percent of total revenue 
(2011). “Declining rev- 
enues dictate that there will 
be increased dependence 


on tuition revenues. Other 
community colleges 
throughout the state will be 
considering similar, if not 


higher, increases,” said 
Kirtland Community 
College President Dr. 


Thomas Quinn. 

Even with the approved 
tuition and fee increases, 
Kirtland administrators still 
face the daunting task of 
identifying an additional 
$900,000 in cuts in order to 
present a balanced budget 
to the Board of Trustees for 
approval at the May 19 reg- 
ular meeting. A portion of 
the increase is allocated to 
the development of several 
new programs including 
Health Information 
Technologies, Vascular 
Sonography and Grant 
Writing, which are all 
available entirely online. 
Mechatronics, a new facili- 
ties and industrial technolo- 
gy program designed to 
merge mechanical and 
electrical skills, will be 
offered at Kirtland’s M- 
TEC/Gaylord location and 
has been identified as one 
of ten emerging technolo- 
gies in the United States. 

“It is important to note 
that Kirtland is not cutting 
services. We recognize it is 
important to maintain ser- 
vices knowing that our citi- 
zens want and need afford- 
able educational opportuni- 
ties close to home,” added 
Quinn. “Kirtland’s tuition 
is still low and extremely 
competitive. We are afford- 
able and provide a wide 
range of high-demand, rel- 
evant programs designed to 


get students the skills they 
need to be successful in a 
career or when transferring 
to a four-year college or 
university. 

In other action, the Board 
of Trustees approved a con- 
struction package authoriz- 
ing the start of renovation 
work on the new West 
Branch facility located on 
M-76 near the I-75 
Business Loop. In addition 
to housing Kirtland’s signa- 
ture Surgery Technology 
program, the new West 
Branch facility will offer 
expanded general educa- 
tion course offerings. “We 
understand the challenge 
students face with rising 
costs in a struggling eco- 
nomic climate. Students 
can now save money in gas 
and travel expenses and 
take advantage of a larger 
selection of courses closer 
to home,” states Quinn. 

In a 5-2 vote, the. Board 
also approved a one-year 
extension of the college’s 
athletics program. And, at 
the next regular meeting on 
April 19, the Board will 
continue to consider a com- 
mittee recommendation to 
institute a campus-wide 
tobacco free policy and 
review the possible suspen- 
sion of low-enrollment cer- 
tificate programs.

director of the Department 
of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 

A new $7.50 mentored 
youth hunting license pack- 
age started on March i, 
according to the DNR. The 
spring turkey season which 
runs from April 25 to May 
13. 

“It is a good way to teach 
children about the impor- 
tance of conserving the 
state’s unmatched natural 
resources and ensure the 
hunting tradition continues 
to thrive,” Stokes said. 

The new mentoring pro- 
gram will eliminate the 
minimum hunting age and 
let parents decide if and 
when their child is ready to 
hunt. The change is geared 
toward parents and other 
adult mentors who want to 
teach children younger than 
10 how to hunt, trap and 
fish, according to the DNR. 


“We hope our children 
can go outside and enjoy 
the amazing nature of 
Michigan rather than just sit 
on the couch and play with 
the computer. Hunting is the 
best way to achieve it,” 
Stokes said. 

Nationally, nearly 2.8 
million turkey hunting 
licenses are sold every year, 
according to Brent 
Lawrence, public relations 
and web director at the 
National Wild Turkey 
Federation in Edgefield, 
S.C. 

“Wild turkey numbers 
remain strong nationwide, 
with an estimated popula- 
tion of 7 million turkeys 
across North America,” 
Lawrence said. “Michigan 
is home to some of the best 
turkey hunting in the upper 
Midwest, with huntable 
populations in most coun- 
ties including the Upper 
Peninsula.”

And regardless of age, the 
DNR strongly suggests par- 
ents have their children 
attend a hunting safety 
course. 

“Our department pro- 
vides various hunting safety 
education programs and 
people can find related 
courses online,” Stokes 
said. 

According to a report 
from the Congressional 
Sportsmen’s Foundation in 
Washington, hunting gener- 
ates nearly $25 billion a 


year in federal, state and 
local revenue. Also, there 
are more than 19,500 jobs 
supported by hunting in 
Michigan alone. 

Federal excise taxes and 
state license revenue have 


helped bring back dozens of 
species, including wild 
turkeys, the foundation 


said. Fewer than 100,000 
wild turkeys remained in 
the nation in 1900, but now 
there are more than 7 mil- 
lion. 

Jim Maturen, president of 
the Pere Marquette chapter 
of the Michigan Wild 
Turkey Hunters 
Association, said turkey 
hunting is a boon for the 
state’s businesses, especial- 
ly in the spring season. 

“Having more turkey 
hunters will definitely sup- 
port local business because 
they need equipment,” 
Maturen said. 

Also, turkey hunting will 
boost tourism and help chil- 
dren better understand the 
environment, he said.
